The Elba City Council held a 
very short meeting Monday evening 
without Mayor Ricky Haywood. 

It was announced that the mayor 
was out of town due to illness in his 
family. , 

The 20 minute meeting, with 
Mayor pro temp Bill Brunson pre- 
siding, took care of the basic matters 
but didn’t “break any new ground.” 

The council did formally intro- 
duce an ordinance which will in- 
crease the issuance fee for business 
licenses from S0¢ to: $5.00 each. 
This was authorized last year by the 
Alabama legislature and discussed 


briefly a previous council meeting. 

The ordinance is now in line to be 
approved at the first in July. 

A discussion on increasing the 
dog pound fees revealed that council 
members were not- sure of the re- 
quirements in the present dog license 
ordinance, It was agreed each mem- 
ber would be provided with a copy 
of the ordinance prior to the next 
meeting, 

The recommendation by City 
Clerk Henry Clark is that the present 
$5 cost for the first pick-up of a 
loose dog be increased to $25. Addi- 
tional pick-ups will increase in $25 
increments. This is in additional to 
the $2.00 feeding charge and the 
cost of any required shots.

Recent low water pressure due 
to faulty pump on Elba’s Well #3

Water well problems. in Elba 
caused a number of homes to ex- 
perience low water pressure during 
the past weekend. It also resulted in 
a plea from city officials for citizens 
to limit their water usage until re- 
pairs could be made 

On Monday a temporary pump 
was installed in Well #3 (at the 
Brantley Highway tank) and supply 
and reserves were back to normal. 

However, Water Supervisor Den- 
nis Coleman explained that the prob- 
lems are not over. He said that the 
regular pump will be repaired and re- 
installed after the holiday and this 
may cause more inconvenience to 
citizens. 

On July Sth the temporary pump 


will be pulled from the bottom of the 
well. This is a full day’s job, and in- 
stalling the repaired pump will take 
two days. Then the pump must oper- 
ate for several hours before the water 
is considered drinkable. At that point 
water samples must be taken and 
sent to Alabama Department En- 
vironmental Management (ADEM) 
in Montgomery. 

Considering a weekend is in- 
volved, Coleman expects the Bran- 
tley Highway well to be out of op- 
eration for about a week in early 
July. During this time some water 
for the #3 tank can be supplied from 
other wells by opening various 
valves and adjusting pressures. How- 
ever, citizens will be urged to con- 
serve water to insure ample supplies 
for basic needs. 


the police had responded to 37 com- 
plaints, issued 37 traffic citations, in- 
cluding two for Boom Box viola- 
tions.

In a prepared news release issued 
Monday, Police Chief Max Hooks 
reported two juveniles of Enterprise 
have been officially charged in con- 
nection with offenses that occurred 
locally in February, 1995. 

During that time police received a 
report that someone had taken news- 


paper stars from some of the busi- 
nesses in Elba. 

The two juveniles were charged 
in these removals. One of the youths 
was charged with two counts of theft 
of property in the first degree. This 
is a class B felony. He is also 
charged with one count of theft of 
property in the second degree, a 
class C felony. 

The second youth was charged in 
connection with only one of the of- 
fenses and he is charged with one 
count of theft of property in the first 
degree.

In the same news release, police 
report a local juvenile has been 
charged in connection with an ac- 
cident which occurred in Elba on 
May 5, 1995, at the intersection of 
Reese Ave. and Hickman Ave. 

Police report the accident oc- 
curred between a motorcycle and a 
vehicle and that the person driving 
the vehicle (now believed to be a 
juvenile) left the scene of the ac- 
cident. 

The juvenile has been charged 
with a felony for leaving the scene 
of an accident in which a person was 
injured.

In Monday’s meeting of the Cof- 
fee County Commission, the 
county’s three juvenile probation of- 
ficers (JPOs) got a reprieve. 

During the last meeting, commis- 
sioners voted to stop paying the 


10 additional nursing home beds approved

Nursing Home received official no- 
tification this week to continue with 
plans to open the 10 additional nurs- 
ing home beds. 

Five beds will become available 
immediately. The other five must 
wait until additional work is done to 
comply with brand new life safety 
code requirements, according to hos- 
pital authorities (a new door is ob- 
solete, even before going into use). 

The plans had been on hold for 
several months since the Alabama 
State Health Planning & Develop- 
ment Agency (SHPDA) had frozen 
all new nursing home construction 
authorized under a 1994 state law 
which appeared to authorize the in- 
creased beds. 


The law allowed a 10% increase oy 


in nursing home beds, if a certain an- 
nual percentage of occupancy was 
reached in that nursing home and 
certain other requirements were met. 

The Elba nursing home met the 
requirements and had completed the 
necessary paperwork for the addi- 
tional ten beds. They had already re- 
ceived written approval of their 
plans to convert ten unused hospital 
beds which are adjoining the ex- 
isting nursing home however, the 
freeze order affected all nursing 
home construction,

The Alabama Nursing Home As- 
sociation had begun court pro- 
ceedings to get the freeze order lifted 
after appeals from both houses of the 
Alabama legislature fell on deaf ears 
at SHPDA. 

In a consent decree issued by 


Judge Randall Thomas, all “applica- 
tions in proper form” were allowed 
to proceed with their plans. 

Fifty-four Alabama nursing: 
homes were covered by the consent 
decree. Negotiations on allowing the 
others to proceed is ongoing. 


Controversy over recent roadblocks by, 
law enforcement agencies continues

The holding of roadblocks in the 
county by local law enforcement of- 
ficers continues to create controver- 


There are those who support the 
officers in using the roadblocks as a 
tool to enforce the laws while others 
object on grounds it hurts the econo- 
my. 

an recent week, Alabama State 
Troopers, assisted by Coffee County 
Sheriff's Deputies, area police offi- 
cers, and game wardens, have held 
DLCs (driver license checks) on AL 
Highways 167, 12, 125, 134 and 87. 

During these roadblocks, officers 
have not only checked driver licens- 
es, tags and safety equipment, but 
they have also been on the “look 
out” for alcohol and drivers who 
have been drinking. 

A large percentage of those 
stopped, after being told the reason 
was not only to check driver liv- 
cense, but to catch those drinking 
and driving, complimented the offi- 
cers and told them to “keep up the 
good work,” 


A total of 11 arrests for DUI 
(driving under the influence) were 
made during two weekends of road- 
blocks, Troopers stated that it is very 
likely these persons would not have 
been caught by normal patrols, 

Reportedly, Rep. Garreth Moore, 
of Enterprise, is worried that road- 
blocks may have a negative econom- 
ic impact on Coffee County. 


He contends that beach traffic 
along AL Hwy. 167 consists of peo- 
ple from Birmingham and Montgom- 
ery who might possibly stop and put 
money into the county’s economy. 

Moore worries that the road- 
blocks might cause these people to 
detour around Coffee County. 

Others contend that the road- 
blocks tend to slow the traffic down 
along these routes creating a safer 
condition for motorists. 

There has been concern expressed 
by some that the fact Coffee County 
is a “dry county” is possibly being 
abused by officers or rather that the 
“letter of the law” is being followed 
too closely. 

The law states (according to the 
ABC Board): the maximum amount 
of alcohol that can be transported by 
one person is 3 quarts of liquor or 
wine and 1 case of malt or brewed 
beverages (beer) provided that no al- 
coholic beverages shall be kept, 
stored, or possessed in the passenger 
area of any vehicle or in view of any 
passenger, 

The law is not clear as to whether 
or not the beer may or may not be 
iced down in a cooler while being 
transported; however, if a person Is 
drinking and driving, it makes no 
difference, the law is being violated 
and the person will be arrested and 
the beer confiscated. 

Law enforcement officers stated 
that their main concern and objective 
in the roadblocks is to make the 
roadways a safer place for tue motor- 
ing public. They are not out to harass 
or wrongfully arrest anyone. 


state’s portion of the juvenile offi- 
cers’ salary.

McGraft told commissioners, 
“We plan to stay right where we are 
regardless of what happens with the 
salary situation.” 

District Judge Steve Blair ad- 
dressed the commission concerning 
the JPOs’ salaries. 

Blair told commissioners that, 
while he understood their action, he 
was concerned about the youth of 
the county and the future status of 
these officers. 

He voiced hope that they, the 
commissioners, would review their 
action by checking the status of a

supplemental appropriation bill now 
before the state legislature. 

Judge Blair had asked the 
county’s representatives in the state 
legislature, Representative Garreth 
Moore and Senator Dwight Adams, 
to come and address the commission 
on this matter. Only Moore was in 
attendance at Monday’s meeting. 

Moore recommended that the 
commissioners reverse their decision 
to stop payment and to continue as 
they had been doing - paying the full 
amount of the JPO’s salaries. 

He reasoned that although the 
state pays half the officers’ salaries, 
they are looking out for local young- 
sters only. 

Moore first told commissioners 
that the bill was before the Governor 
of Alabama for his signature; how- 
ever, when he was quizzed about the 
specifics of the bill, he excused him- 
self to call and check on that matter 
and found out differently. 

After making his call, Moore in- 
formed members of the commission 
that the bill had not been passed, but 
was presently being reviewed by a 
conference committee. 

The bill provides for $1.9 million 
being added to the DYS budget for 
the present fiscal year. This amount 
will only cover 62 percent of the to- 
tal amount of money needed to fund 
the salaries of the juvenile officers as 
stipulated by state law. That means 


that the state’s portion of the salaries 
would be funded through July. 

County Administrator quickly es- 
timated that this would mean the 
county would have to pay approxi- 
mately $11,000.00 to ensure the offi- 
cers received their full pay. 

Moore told commissioners, “I 
guess the million dollar question is: 
‘Are the youth of Coffee County 
worth $11,000.00?" 

Commissioner Wendell Black’s 
quick response to Moore’s comment 
was that the state legislators need to 
ask themselves the same question? 
He noted that the county has been 
meeting its requirements, as speci- 
fied by state law, while the state has. 
not! 

Commissioner Bill Faulk com- 
mented that the money for the sala- 
ries has to come from somewhere 
and the county does not have a mag- 
ic wand to wave to produce it. 

After several minutes of discus- 
sion, the commission, in a 6-1 vote, 
approved funding the total salaries 
of the JPOs for one more month, ‘The 
deadline will now be August Ist. 

County Engineer Randy Tindell 
told commissioners that all the 
county’s paved roads had been eval- 
uated and that he was ready to

Great Summer Recipes to try 


Summer Recipes 

Below are three recipes that I 
have enjoyed over the years. Tin 
Can Ice Cream is especially fun for 
children, large and small. If you 
keep children in your home you may 
want to try this recipe. 


Tin Can Ice Cream 

3-pound coffee can with lid; 1- 
pound coffee-can with lid; 1 cup of 
milk; 1 cup of whipping cream; !/ 
cup sugar; 1 teaspoon vanilla; rock 
salt; ice. 

Mix milk, whipping cream, sugar 
and vanilla in 1-pound can. Place ice 
(about | inch) in bottom of 3-pound 
can. Seal 1-pound can with milk 
mixture inside and place on ice in 3- 
pound can. Pack around the 1-pound 
can with ice and 3/, cup rock salt. 
Then seal the 3-pound can. Mix for 
10 minutes by rolling back and forth 
or shaking. Open 3-pound can and 
drain excess liquid. Carefully open 
i-pound can inside 3-pound can and 


stir milk mixture. You may add 1° 


cup of fruit if desired. Be careful not 
to let any of the salt fluid inside be- 
cause it will ruin the flavor of your 
ice cream. Replace lid on 1-pound 
can tightly. Repack 3-pound can 
with ice and rock salt and mix 10 
more minutes. Serve and eat. 


1 1/4 cups sugar, divided; 1 cup 
sifted cake flour; 1/4 cup unsweet- 
ened cocoa; 12 egg whites; 1 !/5 tea- 
spoons cream of tartar; 1/4 teaspoon 
salt; 1 teaspoon vanilla extract; 1/2 
teaspoon almond extract; 1 teaspoon 
powdered sugar. 

Sift 1/4 cup sugar, flour, and co- 


coa together in a small bowl; set 


aside. 

Beat egg whites in an extra-large 
bowl at high speed on an electric 
mixer until foamy. Add cream of tar- 
tar and next 3 ingredients; beat until 
soft peaks form. Gradually add re- 
maining 1 cup sugar, 2 tablespoons 
at a time, beating until stiff peaks 
form. Sift flour mixture over egg 
white mixture, 1/4 cup at a time, 
folding in carefully after each addi- 
tion, 

Spoon batter into an ungreased 10 
inch tube pan; spread evenly with a 
spatula, Break large air pockets by 
cutting through batter with a knife. 
Bake at 375 degrees for 30 minutes 
or until cake springs back when 
lightly touched. 

Remove cake from oven; invert 
pan, and cool completely. Loosen 
cake from sides of pan, using a nar- 
row metal spatula; remove from pan. 
Sift powdered sugar over cooled 
cake. Yield: 12 servings, 140 calo- 
ries per serving, fat 0.3g per serving.

Steps to following Christ 


“Then He (Jesus) said to them all, 
“If anyone desires to come after Me, 
let him deny himself, and take up his 
cross daily, and follow me. (Luke) 
9:23) 

Many times, I am very careful not 
to present an explanation to the 
Word of God that sounds like a for- 
mula. Christianity does not consist 
of carefully devised formulas..Chris- 
lianity involves fellowship with the 
risen Christ, not formulas. However. 
in Luke 9:23 there are some very 
clear instructions given for following 
Jesus. Here are five steps that I find 
in the Scripture which will guide us 
in our walk with the Lord Jesus 
Christ: 

1. Make up your mind: If any 
man will come after me.” here is the 
great decision that decides all de- 
cisions. Walking with Jesus involves 
Our response to His call to follow 
Him. The “if” leaves the choice to 
respond in our hands. 

2. Give up yourself: “Let him 
deny himself.” “Deny” does not 
mean doing without things here and 
there; it means a denial of self as 
central, as a primary factor - - self is 
subordinate to another’s will -- the 
will of Christ Jesus. Self abdicates 
and Jesus mounts the throne. You 
decide that He shall decide. 

3. Take up your cross: “take -up 
his cross.” This doesn’t mean merely 
to bear patiently the troubles that 
come upon you -- it is deeper: It 
means that you are deliberately iden- 
uifying with Jesus in His death and 
are willing to accept whatever con- 
sequence may come in being iden- 
tified with Him, It means being will- 
ing to suffer any inconvenience so 
that the Gospel message might be 
clearly communicated to those who 
have not heard. 

4. Keep up your cultivation: “dai- 
ly.” There is a once-for-allness in the 
cross, and yet there is also daily dis- 
ciplined cultivation of our yielding 


our lives to Him. 

5. Gather up your loyalties: ‘‘Fol- 
low Me.” This ts singleminded de- 
youon. You are not following this, 
that, or the other person, you are fol- 
lowing the Lord Jesus Christ! Men 
may let you down -- Christ won't,

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Fertilizing ponds ts critical to fish size 
By Stan Windham, County Agent 


Every fish pond in Alabama 
hopes to produce record setting fish. 
For example, the state large mouth 
bass record is 16 pounds and 8 ounc 
es, The state shellcracker record is 4 
pounds and 12 ounces. The state 
bluegill record is 4 pounds and 12 
ounces. To produce fish like these, 
they either have to have a lot of time 
or a lot of time and good nutrition, 
One of the easiest ways to insure a 
balanced food chain in your pond is 
to be on a good fertilizer schedule. 

One of the easiest ways to check 
to see how bad your fish pond needs 
to be fertilized is to attach something 
shiny, like a mason jar lid, to a yard 
stick at about an 18-inch depth. Put 
this yard stick into the water, and if 
you can view this shiny object fairly 
clearly at 18 inches, then you are in 
need of some fertilization. 

To fertilize ponds we recommend 
you make the first application of fer- 
tilizer in late February or carly 
March. Follow this with two addi 
tional applications at two-week inter- 
vals. Then if your pond is in fairly 


poor shape in terms of fertility, make 
three more abpueations at three 
week intervals. You can then contin 
uc to fertiive at monthly intervals, 
but you would want to stop applica 
tions by the last week in October 
There are several fertilizer materi 
als you can use when fertilizing a 
pond. At one time liquid fertilizer 
was one of the cheapest ways to go. 
You could apply a gallon per acre to 
the pond, usually using a boat and 
some type spray rig and cover the 
pond as uniformly as possible. The 
fertilizer could even be diluted to 
help you do this, Another way is to 
use granular fertilizer which may be 
easier but is in some cases a litue 
more expensive. Granular fertilizer 
can also be spread from a boat just 
strewing it over the water much like 
you would over land. Most pond fer- 
tilizer will be heavy on the nitrogen 
and phosphate end but does not need 
a whole lot of potassium or potash. 
Most of the rates for granular ferti- 
lizer differ depending on the prod- 
uct. If you use a 20-20-5 mixture, |

would put around 40 pounds fertiliz- 
er to the acre. If you use an 1846-0, 
[ would put about 18-20 pounds to 
the acre. 

If you are not planning to fertilize 
more than once or twice a year, it 
may be better not to fertilize at all. 
There has been some research that 
indicates this can actually do more 
harm than good. You would at least 
need to follow about a 9 to 13 week 
schedule alternating weeks and eve- 
ry three weeks. Another misconcep- 
tion is to consider fertilizer a herbi- 
cide. Fertilizing weeds will only do 
one thing, and that is help them 
grow.
